The Parliament of Northern Ireland has 
adjourned to the 15th December, and a review 
of the work which it has accomplished during 
its short existence may not be out of place. 

It became evident early in the session that 
the machine was not working smoothly, and 
thai something was clogging the wheels. 
Neither in regard to the working of the depart- 
ments which are to come under. its control nor 
in the important matter of fimance can the 
Northern Parliament yet be catled a free agent 
in its control of the governmental machine. It 
must not, however, be assumed that its defects 
and deficiencies are euch as to render it per- 
manently unfit to govern. 

INHERENT DEFECTS. 

Its defects and difficulties are those which 
might be expected to exist in any ne“ assembly. 
It bes heen set up, but has not yet been given 
control, and its position at the moment lends 
itecif to criticism; but any criticiem which does 
not keer these facts in mind would be unfair. 
For instance, the control of the departments 
cannot come into operation until the division 
of the Trish Civil Service and the transfer of 
officials to the North are carried out, lt is 
well known that the Government of Ireland

BUSINESS OF THE SESSION, 

The principal business transacted curing the 
recent sittings was of a financial nature. An 
Exchequer (Borrowing) Bill was passed to 
legalise the temporary borrowing of a sum of 
£160,000, which it was ®stimated would cover 
the expenditure of the Northern Government 
until end of the financial year in March. 
Another bill was the Exchequer and Audit: Bill, 
which forms -the basis of the Exchequer of 
Northern Ireland, with ithe arrangements for 
supervision by the Auditor-General. The Ex- 
chequer will be framed upon the Westminster 
model without the Paymaster-General, each de- 
partment being held responsible for its” own 
rás and subject to the control of Par- 
lament and the supervision of the <Auditor- 
General. These two bills were in charge of 
the Fimance Minister and the Under-Secretary, 
Mr. J. Milne Barbour, D.L., both of whom dis- 

layed during debate a thorough grasp of the 
gá position. : 
THE OPPOSITION. 

Although there is no permanent opposition in 
the Northern Parliament, such as might be pro. 
vied by the Sinn Fein and Nationalist members 
if they had attended, it soon became 
that in Mr. R. J. Lynn, Mr. William Coote, 
Mr. McGuffin and Mr. Thompson Donald there 
was the framework’ of an opposition 
which intended to make its presence felt, and to 
act as a brake on any laxity, either in adminis- 
tration or legislation, should the necessity arise. 
The Prime Minister, Sir Jamés Craig, in his 
handling of the business’ of the House, and 
particularly in his attitude towards the 

Opposition,”’ displayed real Parliamentary 
statecraft. He welcomed, rather than depre- 
cated, criticism, so long as it was directed 
towards obtaining information or was construc- 
tive im its effect. Only one division was taken 
during the sittings, which showed that the 

Opposition’ did not muster more than 
three, without counting Mr. Coote, the teller 
for the Opposition. 

HEADS OF DEPARTMENTS. 

Sir Dawson Bates, as Home Secretary, and 
Mr. Andrews, Minister of Labour, also displayéd 
a good knowledge of their duties and of Parlia- 
mentary procedure. Of the Under-Secretaries, 
Mr. J. Milne Barbour and Mr. McKeown, Under 
Secretary for Commerce, were the' most con- 
spicuous, particularly in reply to questions. Of 
the rank and file, Mr. J. it. Robb, LL.B.; Mr. 
Crawford, Mr. Duff, and Mr. Cooper indicated 
that they will be useful miembers. The Speaker, 
the Right Hon. Hugh O'Neill, kept all the 
members strictly to order in gonformity with 
the best traditions of the Imperial Parliament, 
while Mr. Moles was equallye effective in the 
same direction during his occupancy of the 
chair. 

COPYING WESTMINSTER. 

If any criticism might be offered with regard 
to the procedure of the House, it may be said 
that there is, if anything. too,much of a desire 
to follow the precedent at Westmineter, 
with the multiplication of officials: which this 
system entails. In a House the size of the 
Northern Parliament this seems unnecessary and 
out of place, and the dignity of Parliament 
could be ‘equally maintained without such a 
close modelling upon the Westminster Legis- 
lature. 

THE SENATE. 

The Senate has not head much work te do 
during the short period which it has been in 
existence, but that little it has done well, It 
clear that the Senate will afford a useful 
medium for ventilating public questions, par- 
ticularly those affecting the agricultural com- 
munity, and Ireland as a when which might 
he overlooked in the bustle of the House of 
Commons.

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DUBLIN AND THE 
PROVINCES. 
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NEWS FROM ALL PARTS 
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HOUSEHOLDER’S TRIALS.—The Recorder 
of Dublin yesterday heard a large number of 
applications under the Increase of Rent Acts. 
There are about two hundred in the list. In 
respect of a Whitworth road house, the tenant 
objected to an increase on the ground that the 
house was not in proper repair. The ground 
floor was suatatenelly fi ed owing to an over- 
flow from a sewer. The water rushed through 
the kitchen and out by the front, door. The case 
was made for the landlord that the overflow 
could not be avoided until the main drain which 
the Corporation was laying had been completed, 
the cost of which was estimated at £3,800.

CENTRAL EUROPE'S PLIGHT. 
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THE PAROCHIAL MIND. 
we 


(BY NICHEVO.) 

Politicians who meddle with business are like 
bulls who meddle with china shops. It is not 
their job. Yet all over the world they are 
usurping the functions:of men of affairs, with 
disastrous results to everybody. We have seen 
how. the existence of fantastic war debts has 
turned the money market into a sort of financial 
switch-back railway; but the so-called trade 
policies of most of the world’s civilised nations 
are every bit as much to blame. 

Let us begin at the bottom. The Allies’ 
victory resulted in the complete collapse of the 
old Austrian Empire. The dual monarchy of 
the Hapsburgs gave way to a weird collection 
of “independent ” States, including Hungary, 
Czecho-Slovakia, Austria, Jugo-Slavia, and 
Poland, All these States, under Hapsburg rule, 
hated the Empire, and, as they do not seem to 
be able to get on without hating something, 
they have celebrated their appearance among 
the society of nations by, a furious outburst. of 
hatred against one another. This is expressed 
chiefly in an economic way. In the old days 
the Ausirian Empire may have been a political 
anachronism ; but, at deast, it was. more or less 
an economic unit. Its various component parts 
supplied’ one another with their different sir 
ducts, and a good system of transport heiped 
“Austria” to play an important róle in the 
economic activity of the European Continent. 


FREEDOM AND ECONOMICS. 


Freedom, however, changed all that. The 
new States did not worry about such minor 
matters as economics. Their idea was to do as 
much damage to their neighbours as possible. 
So they began to raise tari walls against one 
another. Czecho-Slovakia would not trade with 
Austria; Hungary would not touch Jugo-Slavia 
with a forty-foot pole: Poland was too busily 
engaged in invading Russia, Galicia, Lithuania, 
and Upper Silesia to think about doing business 
at all; and the Allies did not interfere, as they, 
too, were doing their best to play off one of the 
Central European States against the other. 

The upshot of it all was that in a very short 
time Central Europe ceased to matter as an 
economic partner in the world’s affairs, The 
tariff restrictions were pushed to the most 
ridieulous extremes. Everything was forbidden 
to be imported everywhere, and the once 
flourishing Empire of the Hapsburgs became a 
thing of sorry shreds and patches, Naturally, 
the new currencies of the little States soon 
started on the downward path. Poland led the 
way, and the Polish mark, nominally worth 
about a shilling, now can be purchased by 
optimists at the rate of 25,000, or thereabouts, 
to the pound. Broadly speaking, one can say 
that the currencies of Central Europe, possibly 
with one or two exceptions, have ceased to have 
any real value whatever, and the only way out 
of the Gilbertian situation which has arisen in 
that part of the world seems to be to scrap the 
whole issue and begin again. Certainly, no 
sort of nnprovement can be expected until these 
little States tear down every single tariff wall 
which they have built against their neighbours 
and give themselves a pines to develop their 
trade. Within certain limits they can supply 
one another's needs, if they will only forget 
the fact that they. are independent politically, 
and bear in mind the much more important fact 
that they are interdependent economically. 


THE EVILS OF RESTRICTIONS. 


What is true of Poland and the rest of these 
infant States is also true, in a greater. or. less 
degree, of the adult States of the world. Trade 
restrictions are io” be found everywhere. 
Europe to-day is a regular net-work of Customs 
houses, toll gates, departments for the exclusion 
of this, that, and the other thing, offices for the 
refusal of various kinds of permits, licences, 
certificates, passports, tickets of leave. and 
Heaven only knows what else. The trader 
does not know where to turn. Restrictions of 
one sort’ or another lie in ambush him 
every corner; officialdom dogs heels. fr 
early dawn to dewy eve. the ordinary 
channels of trade are clogged, and if he wants 
to do business, he must devote a large portion 
of his time to fighting either his own or some 
other Government, or, more often than not, 
half a dozen Governments at once, to secure 
the necessary sheaf of documents which will 
permit him to send a cake of soap from Liver- 
pool to Warsaw or Oklahoma. 

Nobody could succeed in building up trade 
in such circumstances, and yet there are inno- 
cent souls who express wonder at the fact that 
we have so many unemployed in these islands. 
While so many trade restrictions exist, through 
out Europe the exchanges. cannot possibly re- 
cover; on the contrary, they must get worse as 
time goes on. While the exchanges are in their 
present state the people of Europe cannot pos 
sibly buy our goods—or they cannot pay for 
them, which comes to the same thing.: How 
could a Pole, for instance. even were he a 
millionaire, afford to buy. an eighty-guinea 
English motor bicycle, when it would cost him 
something like 2,000,000 marks? 

Economists in all parts of the world have 
come to the conclusion long ago that trade 
restrictions must be removed before any head 
way can be made with the work of general r 
construction; but peoples are still thinking in 
terms of politics, and while that lasts nothing 
can be done. Signs, however, are not wanting 
that séme nations, at any rate. are beginning 
to come to their senses. Last week the whole 
world was pleasantly. surprised to learn that 
France had acquiesced in the raising of the 
economic “sanctions ’’ on the Rhine. Readers 
f the Jrish Times,-no doubt, are acquainted 
with the nature of these penalties, which may 
have been admirable from the political point of 
view, but were economic lunacy. Now they 
have gone, and trade between France and Get 
many may. begin to brighten up, to th 
great material advantage of both countries. 

Restrictive measures 
“ sanctions '" and the like, 
of coming home to roost. Strange though it 
may appear, so far as Germany is concerned, 
they seem to have had an almost exactly op- 
posite effect to that which they were intended 
to produce. The idea of the various import 
duties, licences, and so forth, ¢learly was to 
prevent German goods from coming into the 
British Islands—in short, to stop dumping: 
What has happened? Have German goods 
been kept out? Have British industries been 
protected ? 


THE SURVIVAL OF THE FITTEST. 


In the month of August our imports from the 
Fatherland showed an increthe of £158.000 
The country is being swamped with German 
goods of all sorts. Toye, dyes, watches, clocks. 
paper, cardboard, knives and 
lenses, iron, steel, scientific instruments—there 
is hardly a limit to the variety of German 
manufactures which is being dumped on the 
British market, and .what applies to the British 
market applies in varying measure to all the 
principal markets of the world, 

How is this possible ? The answer is only 
too easy. The German eurrency has been d 
preciated to such an absurd extent that the 
wily Teuton manufacturer has been enabled 
to snap his fingers at the very restrictions which 
have played such a decisive part in the collapse 
of the mark, and, despite alf export and import 
duties, he is now able to sell his wares on the 
Allies’ doorstep at a far lower pricg than they 
can hope to offer to their customers. The senti- 
mental factor has almost disappeared. Suuve 
qui pe ut has become the motto of the business 
world, and buyers, unfortunately, care less 
about the country of origin of an article than 
about its cost. The blunt truth is that, ceteris 
muribus, ninety men out of a hundred, and the 

rench are no exceptions, will buy the cheap 
article every time, whether it is made in Britain, 
Germany, Cochin China, or Azerbaijan. 

Economic realities and the doctrine of the 
survival of the fittest have got the better of the 
politicians, and the question now is—how long 
will Europe’s law-givers persist in their refusal! 
to recognise this essential fact? The whole 
tendency of modern life is to get away from 
the old ideas of narrow nationalism and to 
organise the world into a vast co-operative 
society, in which every nation will have its part 
to play, producing those commodities which 
nature and circumstances have ordained that it 
shall produce with the minimum of economic 
waste, and exchanging them freely with its 
neighbours againet their products. 

The day of water-tight communities has gone 
for ever; that is why the little nations of 
Central Europe and elsewhere are such a 
nuisance. They, and those who support their 
parochial policies, are like the old lady who 
tried to keep the tide out with a sweeping- 
brush, Mankind is rushing on. Its progress is 
blind: it knows neither towards what goal it is 
being driven nor what force is driving it. But 
its tents have been strutk once again, aud 
nothing can arrest its march. Politicians may 
succeed in plunging the earth into renewed 
misery, but they can do no more. The sooner, 
then, they abandon their attempt to hold the 
laws of economies in check by absurd rules and 
regulations—which are made only to be broken— 
the better for everybody.

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|THE KINGDOM OF 


IRELAND. 
WHO REPRESENTS THE 
AIRD-RI?. 


F- 
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(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 


When Henry JJ. came to Ireland in 1172, the 
last <Aird-Ri sat (metaphorically) upon the 
Throne of Tara. Actually, he sat in bis own 
rath-encircled fort in Co, Roscommon, for he 
was King of Connaught. Jevertpeless, though 
he had probably never visited Aara, or set his 
foot upon the. “ Jia fal,” thay Stone of Destiny 
on Tara Hill, which wa@ befeved to cry sloua 
when under the foot of the rightful king, he no 
less represented in his person the long 
line of 193 kings,“who, in the bardic reckoning, 
had ruled the inferior chiefs as ‘monarchs ot 
freland. King Rory or Roderick O'Conor, last 
Aird-Ri of Ireland, held the supreme monarchy ; 
that is, he received the tributes and held th 
hostages which were its outward symbol, and in 
his time almost its sole function. 

Already, when Cingus, the Culdee, sang his 
song of the glories of the saints and the great- 
ness of Armagh, grass had grown over the raths 
on Tara Hill and the old inauguration rites 
had long been given up, and the sacred office of 
Aird-Ri had wandered uneasily from the 
O’Brians of Munster to the O’Loghlans of 
Ulster, and thence to the O’Conors of Connaught, 
as each, in turn, was strong enough to assert 
his authority. They were “ Kings with opposi- 
tion,” for they were liable at any moment to 
find a rival in another province prepared to 
dispute their authority. 

ENGLISH HENRY. 

Then Henry came; “English Henry,’ who 
could speak no English, but only French and 
Latin, and who had probably the merest 
sprinkling of English among his troops of Flem- 
ings, ‘Welsh, and Norman-French. I, 3 
popularly said that Henry came to conquer 
Ireland. In reality, he-sent his barons on be- 
fore him at the express and earnest solicitation 
of an Irish Kmg, Dermot MacMorrough, King 
of Leinster, who hurried all the way to 
Aquitaine to find him, in order to beseech him 
to come to Ireland to help him in his tribal 
wars. i 

Henry, then Aleeply immersed in his wars in 
France, was in no urgent hurry to accept the 
invitation to help Dermot to fight his own ill- 
governed and rebellious lords of Leinster and 
his old foe, Tiernan O'Rourke. He merely 
gave him a general permission to get what help 
he could, and Dermot took full advantage of 
the liberty accorded to him to take as large a 
body of foreign troops as he could persuade to 
follow him back to Ireland. 

He made large offers of land for settlement, 
with the hand of hig daughter and the succes- 
sion to the kingdom. of Leinster; that is, he 
gave them leave to conquer it, with his own 
help in doing.so. This is how the English 
came to Ireland. They came at the earnest in- 
vitation of the Irish themselves. 

When Henry at length arrived in person, he 
brought with him a formidable army, but not 
to. fight the Irish. His main se was to 
over-awe hie own powerful Norman barons, who 
were threatening to set up an independent 
kingdom 6n the shores of Ireland. 
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He had no 
need to fight the Irish, for they came in of 
their own accord, glad te recognise a paramount 
authority able ”7ío interpose between them and 
the Norman barons, who were establishing 
themseives in the heart. of the country upon 
the tribal lands 

PEACEFUL: CONQUEST. 

Henry's conquest of Ireland was a peaceful 
one; he spilled no drop of Irish blood, There 
was no occasion to do so, for the kings all over 
the country, save Ulster, came in and. sub- 
mitted, Dermot MacCarthy, of Cork: Donal 
O’Brian, of Limerick, who surrendered his capi- 
tal into Henry's hands; MacGillapatric, Lord of 
@ssory, Malachy O’Phelan, Chief of the Decies, 
and after them the lesser Chiefs of Munster, 
all came in and were sent away with gifts. 
They were certainly not conquered. Nor was 
Tiernan O'Rourke or the Chiefs who submitted 
in Dublin. 

King Rory O’Conor hesitated; he was well 
aware that his submission was the passing away 
of the ancient office. of Ard-Ri from Ireland. 
But before Henry left the country Rory had 
sent his herald to the borders of Meath to place 
his submission in the hands of Hugh de Lacy, 
representing the king, side by side witha 
O'Brian, of Thomond, and this oath of fealty 
was renewed by both princes when they met 
near the O’Brians old palace of Killaloe to con- 
sult on their course of action before the Council 
Windsor. 

By this submission of the Irish Ard-Ri to his 
English Over-lord, the suzerainty of the kings 
of Ireland was transferred by the act and con- 
sent of the kings themselves, to the Crown of 
England. The English kings became the repre- 
sentatives of the Ard-Ri, and in Ireland the 
died out. When Rorv retired into the 
rastery of Cong he had no successor 

Three years later, ait the Cogucil of Windsor, 

[75, in the presence of the King, barons 
hops of England, Rory renewed, in the 
olemn manner, his submission to Henry 

vas represented by three of hichest 
ficials and ecclesiastics of Ireland: the distin- 
ed bhoran (afterwards St. Laurence) 
oole, Abbot of slough, Archbishop of 
ublin and Chancellor; the Archbishop of Tuam 
and the Abbot of St. Brendan. 

Here the High-King of Ireland renewed his 
former treaty, promising “ to hold his lands well 
and peaceably of the English King as his liege 
lord.”’ while he, in his turn, was to be per. 
mitted to receive dues as of old from the under- 
kings, part to hold for himself and part to be 
made over to the suzerain.

KAISER’S IBLUSIONS. 


Illuminating disclosures bearing on the origm 
of the great war are given by a friend of 
General yon Moltke. The friend is Dr. Steines, 
who detailed the facts to M. Jules Sauerwet: 
of the Matin (says an Exchange message). 

German war plans on France were 15 years 
old, and remained unchanged until just before 
the attack in 1914. These plans provided for 
a simtiltaneous attack on Belgium and Holland, 
but Von Moltke, who was Chief of the Steff 
in 1914, omitted Holland, so that Germany, in 
case of a blockade, might have breathing spare.

On Saturday, July 31, Von Moltke-found the 
Kaiser with -Bethmann-Hollweg, who was 
literally ‘trembling, Falkenhayn, and several 
other gencrals.
